THE DERAILED TRAIN 


Theodore Heeb Passenger on C. L & 


W. Passenger That Left Track 


in Indianapolis 


P A S S E N G E R S NOT IN JU R E D 


Theodore Heeb of this city was a 
passenger <yi the westbound C. I. & 
W. train, leaving here at 10:48 a. m. 
Wednesday*- that was derailed short­ 
ly before noon at the State avenue 
* rowing in Indianapolis. The Busft- 
vilie main >uffered no injuries, but 
was considerably shaken up when 
the day eoaesh in which he was riding 
left the rails after the tender of the 
engine had split a swit< h. 
A broken lug on the switch is re­ 
ported to have been the cause of the 
accident. A. P. I)onadh>, 
assistant 
general attorney for 
the 
railroad 
company, said that further investi­ 
gations would be made today. 
The 
broken lug appeared to have allowed 
the switch to come partially 
open 
after the engine and the front trucks 
of the tender had passed over 
it. 
The rear trucks of the tender fol- 
lowed the switch, derailing the bag­ 
gage and express coa lies and two 
day coaches. The Pullman ear at the 
rear remained on the rails. 
A number of 
passengers 
were 
thrown from their seats, but the ma­ 
jority of them was 
not 
alarmed, 
thinking that the train had struck an 
»1 sfcpnetion, probably an automobile. 
Those in the Pullman coach appar­ 
ently were unaware that anything 
out of the ordinary had Occurred un­ 
til »several looked out of the windows 
and saw the front coaches tilted at 
an unusual angle and the tender at 
right angles with the track. 
The passengers were transported 
to the Union station in taxicabs en­ 
gaged by railroad officials, all 
of 
them leaving for their destinations 
soon afterward.

were put at work immediately clear­ 
ing tlie tra'ck and within one 
half 
hour the wreckage was cleared away. 
The track had been torn up several 
hundred feet.
